They have all three in ſeveral Coun- 
tries found themſelves engaged in the 
midſt of theſe Troops, in the heat and 
rage of Battle; and it any common Soul- 
dier (as no doubt many may) will de- 
mand the old Romans priviledge tor ha- 
ving encountred Princes ſingle,upon my 
Conſctence, he will find both Favour 
and Preterment: They have all three 
obſerved the Diſcipline, and felt, and 
admired, and loved the Courage of this 
Army, when they were the werle for it 
and 1 have ſeen them in a ſeaion when 
there was little elſe of comfort in their 
view, refreſh themſelves with joy, that

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the Engliſh had done the great work, the 
Engliſh had got the day, and then pleaſe 
themſelves with the Imagination what

an Army, lived like good Husband- 
men in the Countrey, and good 
Citizens in the City, will now be- 
come really ſuch, and take delight 
in the benefit of that Peace they 
have ſo honeſtly and ſo wonderful- 
ly brought to paſs: The Kang will 
part with them, as the molt indul- 
gent Parents part with their Chil 
dren for their education, and for 
their preferment ; He will prefer them 
to Disbanding , and prefer them by 
Disbanding; and will alwaies retain 
ſuch a kindneſs for them , ana ſuch 
a memory of the ſervice they have 
done Him, that both Officers and 
Souldiers, after they are disbanded, ſhall 


alwaies 
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always finde ſuch countenance, favor, 
and reward from His-Majelty, that He 
doubts not, but 1f He ſhould have oc- 
caſionto uſe their Service,they will again 
relort to Him: with the lame alacrity, as 
if they had never been disbanded : And 
if there be any lo ill amonglt them (as 
there can be but very few, 1t any) who 
will forteit that Favor and Protection 
they may have from Him, by any with- 
ſtanding His Majeſtics aca and 
the full AT declared ſenſe of the King- 
dom ; His Majelty is confident they will 
be as odious to their companions, as they 
can be to any other honelt men. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, | am in 
the next place, by the Kings command], 
to put you 1n minde of the Act of "Ay 
dempnity, not of any Grants or Con- 
ceſsions, or Releaſes Hemade to you in 
that A: | have nothing of that 1n 
charge - no Prince hath ſoexcellent a 
K memory 
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memory to forget the Favors he doth ; 
But of what He hath done againit you 
in that Act, how you may be undone 
by that Act, it youare not very care- 
ful to perform the Obligations He hath 
Jaid upon youin it ; the Claule.lamto 
put you 1 minde of, 1s this, And to tbe 
mtent and purpoſe that all names and terms 
of diſtinthon may be likewiſe put into _ut- 
ter Oblivion : Beit further Enatted by 
the Authority aforeſaid, That if any per- 
ſon or perſons, within the ſpace of T hree 
years next enſuing, ſhall preſume malici- 
oufly to call , or alledge, or objett againſt 
any other perſon or perſons any name or 
names , or other words of reproach, any 
way leading to revrve the memory of the 
late differences, or the occaſion thereof , 
That then every ſuch perſon, ſo as afore- 
ſaid offending, ſhall Jorfeit, &c. It isno 
matter for the Penalty, 1t1s too cheap a 
one;the King withes it had been oreater, 


and 
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and therefore hath by His juſt Preroga - 
tive (ard ts well tor us He hath ſuch a 
Prerogative ) added another Penalty 
more inſupportable , even His high 
Diſplealure againlt all who {hall ſwerve 
from this Clauſe in the Act. Give me 
leave to tell you, I hat as any name or 
names, or other words of reproach, are 
exprefly againſt the letter, and punith- 
able accordingly ; ſo evil and envious 
looks, murmuring and diſcontented 
hearts,areas directly againſtthe equity of 
this Statute, a direct breach of the Act of 
Indempniy, and ought to be puniſhed 
too; and | believe they may be ſo. You 
know Kings are in ſome ſenſe called 
Gods, and ſo they may in ſome degree 
be able to look into mens hearts - and 
p/ 
God hath given us a King who can look 
as far into mens hearts as any Prince a- 
Ive; and He hath great skill in Phyliog- 
nomy too, you would wonder what 
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Calculations He hath made from thence; 
and no doubt, it He be provoked by 
evil looks, tomake a further enquiry 
19 mens hearts, and findes thoſe cor- 
rupted with the Pajsons of ['nvy and 
Hancharitablenels, He will never chuſe 
thoſe hearts to trult and rely upon. He 
hath given us a Noble and Princely 
example , by opening and {tretching 
His Arms to all who are worthy to be 
His Subjects , worthy to be thought 
Engliſh men , by extending His Heart 
with a pious and a grateful joy to finde 
all His Subjects at once in His Arms , 
and himlelt in theirs ; and ſhall we 
fold our Arms towards one another, 
and contract our hearts with Envy and 
Malice to each other, by any tharp 
memory of what hath been unneighbor- 
ly or unkindly done heretofore * What 
1s this but to rebel againſt the Perſon 
of the King, againſt the excellent Ex- 

ample 
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ample and Vertue of the King, againſt 
the known Law of the Land, this 
blefled Act of Oblivion © 

My Lords and Gentlemen ——-  =_ 
King 1s a Suitor to you , makes it His 
ſuit very heartily , That you will joyn 
with Him in refloring the whole Nation 
to its Prinutive Temper and Integrity, 
to its old good manners, 1tsold good 
humor, and its ol good nature ; Good 
nature, a vertue fo peculiar to you, ſo 
appropriated by God Almighty to this 
Nation, that it can be tranſlated into 
no other Language , hardly practled 
by any other people; andthat you will 
by your example, by the candor of your 
Converſation, by your Precepts, and 
by your Practiſe , and by all your In- 
terelt, react your Neighbors 3:d your 
Friends, how to pay a full obedience to 
thts clauſe of the Statute, how to learn 
tlus eXcciient art of Forgetfulnets. 
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Let them remember, and let us all re- 
member, how ungracious,how indecent, 
how ugly, the 1nfolence, the fiercenels, 
the brutiſhnels of their Fnenues appear- 
ed to them; and we may piouſly and 
reaſonably believe, that Gods indigna- 
tion againſt them, for their want of 
bowels, for their not being Engliſh men, 


(for they had the hearts of Pagans and 


Infdels) ſent a Whirlwind in a moment 
to blow them out of the World, that 
1s, out of a capacity todomore miſchief 
in the World, except we practiſe their 
Vices, and do that our ſelves which we 
pretend to deteſtthem for. 

Let us not be too much aſhamed, as 
if what hath been done amiſs, proceed- 
ed from the humor , and the temper, 
and the nature of our Nation. The 
Aſtrologers have made us a fair excuſe

and truly ] hope a true one, all the mo- 
tions of thele laſt Twenty years have 
been 
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been unnatural, and have proceeded

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If any body here, or any whereelfe, 
be too much exalted with: what he hath

ſtory of Nucephorrs; 1t 18 an excellent 
ſtory, and very applicable to {uch di- 
itempers: He was a pious and religious 
man, and for lis Piety and Rel1gton was 
condemned to the fire ; when he was 
led to execution,and when an old Friend 
who had done lum injury enough , 
fell at his feet and asked his pardon ; 
the poor man was ſo elated with the tri- 
umph he was going unto, with the 
olory of Martyrdom, that he retuled 
to be reconciledunto him, upon which 
he was diſappointed of his end; and 
for this uncharitablenels, the Spirit of 
God immediately forſook him, and he 
apoltatized trom the Faith, 

Let all thoſe who are too proud of | 
having been as they think leſs faulty 
then other men, and ſo are unwilling to 
be reconciled to thoſe who have offtend- 
ed them, take heed of the Apoltacy

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of Ni icephorus, and that thoſe fumes of 


Envy and Ulncharitablenel(s, and Mur- 
muring , do not fo fartranſport and in- 
toxicate them , that they fall into thoſe 
very Crimes, tlicy value themſelves for VS 
having hitherto declined. ES = mnn 
But my Lords and Gentlemen, whuleſ(t 
we con{pire together, to execute faith- 
fully this part of the Bill, to put all old 
names and terms of diſtinction into ut- 
ter Oblivion ; let us not finde new names 
and terms to keepup the ſame, ora worle 
diſtinction : It the old reproaches of 
Cavalier, and Round-Head, and Ma- 


lignant, be committed to the Grave ; let 


us not finde more ſignificant and better 
words, toſigmfie worſe things; let not 
Piety and Godlineſs grow into terms of 
reproach, and diſtinguiſh between the 
Court and the City and the Country ; 
and let not Piety and Godlineſs be mea- 
ſured by a moroliry in Manners, an at- 


H tectation 
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fetation of Geſture, a new mode and 
tone of Speaking ; at leaſt, let not our 
Conſtitutions and Complexions make 
us be thought of a contrary Party ; and 
becauſe we have not an aftected aulterity 
in our looks, that we have not Piety in 
our hearts. Very merry men have been 
very godly men ; and if a good Con- 


ſcience be a continual Feaſt, there is no 


realon but men may be very merry 
at it. 

You, Mr. Speaker , have this day 
made a Noble Preſent to the King. Do 
you think that if you and your worthy 
Companions had brought it up with 
Eided Arms, down-caſt Looks, with 
Sighs and other Inſtances of Deſperati- 
on, 1t:yould not have been a very Me- 
lancholick Prefent * Have not your 
frank and durtiful Expreſs!ons,that chear- 
fulneſs and vivacity m your Looks, ren- 
dered it much more acceptable, much 

more 
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more valuable © No Prince in Chriſten- 
dom loves a cheartul giver, fo well as 
God Almighty does; and he of all gifts, 
a chearful heart : And theretore I pray 
let not a cloudy and diſconlolate face, 
be the onely orthe belt ſign of Piety and 
Devotion in the heart. 

I mult ask your pardon tor milpla- 
cing much of this Diſcourſe, which I 
ſhould have mentioned , when I came 
to ſpeak of the Miniſters Bull; they I 
hope will endeavor to remove theſe new 
marks of Diſtinction and Reproaches , 
and keep their Audicories from being 
impoſed upon by ſuch Characters and 
Deſcriptions. The King hath paſled 
this Act very willingly, and done 
much to the end of this Act before ; 
yet hath willingly admitted you to be 
iharers and partners with Him 1n the 
Obligation : I may ſay confidently, 
His Majeſty hath never denied His 

L3 Con- 
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Confirmation to any man 1n poſlelsion 
who hath asked it ; and they haveal 
bad the eftect of it, except luch who 
upon e*Xanunation and enquiry ,appeared 
not worthy of it, and ſuch who though 
they are pardoned , cannot yet think 
themſelves worthy to be preter'd. His 
Majeſty well knows , that by this Act 
He hath gratified and obliged many: 
worthy and pious men, who have con- 
tributed much to His Reſtauration, and 
who ſhall always recerve freth evidence 
of His Majeſties tavor and kindneſs ; but 
He is not ſure that He may not likewiſe 
have gratified ſome who did neither con- 
tribute to His coming mn, nor are yet. 
elad that He isin; how comes it elſe to 
paſs, that He recerves ſuch frequent In- 
formation of Seditious Sermons 1n the 
City, and in the Countrey ; mn whach,all 
induſtry is uſed to alienate the Aﬀecti- 
ons of the people,and toinfule Jealoulies 

'nto 
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into them of the King and His Govern- 
ment : They talk of introducing Popery, 
of evil Counlellors, and ſuch other old 
Calummes as are pardoned by this Act 
of Indempnuty, 

His Majelty told you when He was 
laſt here , what rigor and ſeverity He 
will hereafter ule, how contrary loever 
it is to His Nature, in theſe caſes ; and 
conjured you , My Lords and Gentle- 
men, to concur with Him in this juſt and 
neceſſary Severity, which I am ſure 
you will do with your utmolt vigilance, 
and that you wil beleve that too much 
ill cannot betal thoſe who do the beſt 
they can to corrupt His Majeſties Na- 
ture, and to extinguith His Mercy. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, | cold you 
| was to acquaint you with lome things 
His Sg intends to do during _ 
Receſs, that you may ſee He wi I ug 
no "IK INF, to His own Thoug hes Sh 
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the Publick good, though for a time He 
diſpences with your Alﬀiltance. 

He doth conſider the infinite 1mport- 
ance the Improvement of Trade muſt 
be tothis Kingdom, and therefore His 
Majeſty intends forthwith to eſtabliſh 
a Council for Trade, confiſting of ſome 
Principal Merchants of the ſeveral 
Companies; to which He will adde ſome 
Gentlemen of Quality and Experience . 
and for their greater honor and encou- 
ragement , ſome of my Lords of His 
own Privy Councll. 

In the next place, His Majeſty hopes 
that by a well-ſetled Peace, and Gods 
great bleſsing upon Him and you, this 
Nation will in a ſhort time flourith to 
that degree, that the Land of Canaan 
did, when Eſau found it neceſſary to 
part from his Brother. ——For their 


riches were more, than that they might 


dwell together , and the Land where- 
To 
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in they were, could not bearthem, be- 
cauſe of their Cattle. We have been 
our ſelves very near this Pinacle of 
Happineſs, and the hope and contem- 
plation that we may be ſo again, diſ- 
poles the King to be very ſolicitous 
for the Improvement and Proſperity of 
His Plantations abroad, where there 1s 
ſuch large room for the Induſtry and 
Reception of ſuch who ſhall deſire to 
go thither : And therefore His Ma- 
jeſty likewiſe intends to erect and e- 
ſtabliſh a Council for thoſe Planta- 
tions, in which, Perſons well qualt- 
fied ſhall be wholly intent upon the 


good and advancement of thoſe Plan- 


tations, 

There are two other Particulars , 
which I am commanded to mention, 
which were both mentioned and re- 
commended to you by His Majeſty 
in His Declaration from Bred: : 


1 he 
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The one, for the Confirmation of Sales, 
or other recompence for Purchaſers : 
The other , for the compoling thoſe 
Difterences and Diſtempers in Religion, 
which have too much dilturbed the 
Peace of the Kingdom. Iwo ver 
weighty particulars, in which His Ma- 
jelty knows you have ſpent much time, 
and concerning which, He ſhould have 
heard from you betore this time, 1f you 
had not met with great Difficulties in 
the Diſquiſition of either. - 

For the firſt, His Majeſty hath not 
been without nauch thought upon the 
Argument , and hath done much to- 
wards the accommodation of many par- 
ticular Perlons ; and you ſhall not be at 
your journeys end, before His Majeſty 
will put that buſineſs concerning Sales 
into ſuch a way of Diſpatch, that He 
doubts not you will finde a good pro- 
grels made nit before your coming to- 


gether 


gether again, and [| believe the Perſons 
concerned, will be very much too blame, 
if they receive not good ſatisfaction : 
And lome of vou who ſtay in I own , 
(hall be adviſed and conſulted with 1n 
that ſettlement. 

The other, of Religion, 1s a ſad Ar- 
gument indeed ; It is a Conſideration 
that muſt make every Religious Heart 
to bleed, to ſee Religion which thould 
be the ſtrongeſt Obligation and Ciment 
of Aﬀection, and Brotherly Kindnels 
and Compaſson, made now by the 
perverſe Wranglings of paſsionate and 
froward Men, the ground of all Ani- 
moſity, Hatred, Malice and Revenge. 
And this unruly and unmanly Paſson 
(which no queſtion the Divine Nature 
exceedingly abhors) ſometimes, and ] 
tear too frequently tranſports thoſe who 
are in the right, as well as thoſe who are 
in the wrong, and leaves the latter more 
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excuſable then the former, when men 
who finde their Manners and Dilpoſiti- 
ons very conformable in all the neceſſary 
Obligations of Humane Nature, avoid 
one anothers Converſation,. and grow 
firit unſociable, and then uncharitable 
toeach other, becauſe one cannot think 
as the other doth. And from this ſepa- 
ration we 1ntitle God to the Patronage 
of, and Concernment 1n our Fancies 
and Diſtinction, and purely for his ſake 
hate one another heartily. It wasnotlo 
of old, when one of the molt ancient 
Fathers of the Church tells us, That 
Love and Charity was ſo ſignal and 
eminent in the Prinutive Chriſtians, that 
it evendrew Admtirationand Envy trom 
their Adverfaries. Vide (inquunt) nt in- 
vicem ſe diligunt ! Their Adverſaries in 
that in which they moſt agreed, in their 
very proſecution of them, had their 
Paſs'onsand Animoſities amonglt them- 

{elves ; 
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ſelves ; they were onely Chriſtians, that 
loved, and cheriſhed, and comforted, 
and were ready todie for one another ; 
Quid nunc ill; dicerent Chriſtiam, ft noſtra 
viderent tempora © Says the incompara- 
ble Grotiuz : How would they look up- 
on our ſharp and virulent Contentions 
inthedebates of Chriſtian Religion, and 
the Bloody Wars that have proceeded 
from thole Contentions, whuleſt every 
one pretended to all the Marks whuch 
areto attend upon the true Church, ex- 
cept onely that which1is inſeparable from 
it, Charity to one auother. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, Flus Dil 
quiſition hath colt the Ring many a fjgl, 
many a ſad hour , when he hath con- 
ſidered the almoſt irreparable reproach 
the Proteſtant Rettnion hath undergone, 
trom the Diviſions and Diſtractions 
which have been ſo notorious within 
this Kingdom, ew os

What pains he hath taken to compoſe 
them , after ſeveral Diſcourſes with 
Learned and Pious Men of Different 
Perſwaſions, you will thortly {ce by a 
Declaration He will publiſh upon that 
occaſion ; by which you will ſee His 


oreat indulgence to thole who can have 


any Protection from Conſcience, to differ 
with their Brethren. And I hope God 


will ſo bleſs the Candor of His Majeſty 
in the Condeſcentions He makes, That 
the Church as well as the State, will re- 
turnto that Unity and Llnanimutry, which 
will make both King and People as 
happy as they can hope to be 1n this 
World. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 1 ſhall 
conclude with the Kings hearty Thanks 
to you, not onely for what you have 
done towards Him , which hath been 
very Signal, but for what you have done 
towards each other : for the excellent 
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© Correſpondence you have maintained ; 
h for the very Scaſonable Deterence and 
Condeſcention you have had for each 
other , which will reſtore Parliaments 
to the Veneration they ught to have. 
And ſince His Majeſty knows, that you 
all deſire to pleale Him, you have given 
Him ample evidence, that you do lo ; 
He hath appointed me to give you a ſure 
Receipt to attain that goodend, it 1s a 
Receipt of His own preſcribing , and 
; therefore 15not like to fall : 
| Be but pleaſed your ſelves, and per- 
fwade others to be ſo : contrive all the

Ow much the Peace of the State is 
concerned in the Peace of the 
Church, and how difficult athing it 1s 
to oreſerve Order and Government in 
Civil, whileſt there is no Order or 
Government in Eccleſiaſtical Aﬀairs, 1s 
evident to the World : and this little 
part of the World, Our own Domim- 
ons hath had ſo late experience of it, 
that

that We may very well acquielce in the 
Concluſion, without enlarging Our 
Self in diſcourſe upon 1t, 1t being a 
ſubject We have nad frequent occalion 
to contemplate upon, 2 to lament, a- 
broad as well as at home. 

In Our Letter to the Speaker of the 
Houle of Commons from Breda, We 
declared how much We delired the 
Advancement and Propagation of the 
Proteſtant Religion : Thar neither the 
unkindneſs of thoſe of the ſame Faith 
towards Us, nor the Civilities and Ob- 
lIigations from thoſe of a contrary Pro - 
felston ( of both which We FO 
abundant evidence ) could in the lea{t 
degree ſtartle Us, or make Us ſwerve 
tromit , and that nothing can be pro- 
poled to maiufelt Our Zeal and Aﬀecti- 
on for it, to which We will not readily 
conlent: And We fſaidthen, That We 
did hope in due ticme, Qur Self to pro- 
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poſe ſomewhat for the Propagation of 
it, that will ſatisfie the World, that We 
have always made it both Our Care and 
Our Study, and have enough obſerved 
what 1s molt hike to bring diſadvantage 
to it. And the truth 1s, We do think 
Our Self the more competent to propole, 
and with Gods aſs|{tance to determine 
many things now in ditterence, from the 
time We have [pent, and the experi- 
ence We have had in moſt of the Re- 
formed Churches abroad, in France, in 
theLow-Countries,and in (ermany,where 
We have had frequent Conferences ,

Church, which We ought to have, and 
which by Gods Grace, We {hall always 
retain : We have found Our Self not 
ſo candidly dealt with as We have de- 
ſerved, and that there are unquiet and 
reltlels Spirits, who without abating 
any of their own diſtemper, in recom- | 
pence of the Moderation they finde in 
Us, continue their bitterneſs againlt the 
Church , and endeavor to raiſe Jea- 
louſies of Ls, and toleflen Our Repu- 
tation by their Reproaches, as if We 
were not true to the Profeſszons We 
have made : And in order thereunto, 
they have very unſeaſonably cauſed to 
be Printed , publiſhed, and diſperſed 
throughout the Kingdom a Declara-

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than that the Circumſtances by which 
We were enforced to ſign that Decla- 
ration,are enough knownto the World. 
And that the worthieſt and greateſt 
art of that Nation did even then 
deteſt and abhor the ill uſage of Us 
in that particular, when the ſame Ty- 
ranny was exerciſed there by the power 
of a few ill men, which at that time had 
ſpread 1t ſelf over this Kingdom ; and 
therefore We had no reaſon to expect 
that We ſhould at this ſealon, when We 
are doing all We can to wipe out the 
memory of all that hath been done a- 
mils by other men , and, We thank 
God, have wiped it out of Our own Re- 
membrance, have been Our Selt atfault- 
ed with thoſe Reproaches, which We 
will likewiſe forget. 
Since the Printing this Declaration, 
ſeveral ſeduious Pamphlers and Quzres 
have been publiſhed and ſcartered a- 


broad, 


broad, to infuſe diſlike and Jealouſies 
into the hearts of the People, and of 
the Army , and ſome who ought ra- 
therto have repented the former nuichief 
they have wrought, than to have endea- 
vored to improve it, have had the hardi- 
nels to publiſh , that the Doctrine of 
the Church,againit which no man with 
whom We have conterred hath except- 
ed, ought to be reformed as well as the 
Diſcipline. 

This over-palsionate and turbulent 
way of proceeding, and the Impatience 
We finde in many for ſome ſpeedy de- 
termination 1n theſe matters, whereby 
the mindes of men may be compoled, 
and the Peaceof the Church eſtabliſhed, 
hath prevailed with Ls to invert the 
method We had propoſed to Our Self, 
and even 1n order to the better calling 
and compoſing of a Synod ( which 
the preſent Jealouſies will hardly agree 


upon) 
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upon) by the aſs1ſtance of Gods blefled 
Spirit, which We daily invoke and 
ſupplicate to give ſome determination 
Our Self to the matters in difference , 
until ſuch a Synod may be cailed, as 
may without paſs1o0n or prejudice, give

as ſubmils.on to Authority, as 1+ necel-

We mult for the honor of all thoſe 
of either perlwation with whons We 
have conferred, declare, That the 
Proteſs1ons and Defires of all for the ad- 
vancement of Piety and true Godli- 
nels, are the ſame ; their Profeſsions of 
Leal tor the Peace of the Clurch, the 
ſame; of Afﬀection and Duty to Us, 
the ſame : 1 hey all approve E-pilcopacy ; 
they all approve a ſet Form of Licurgy-.

and they all diſapprove and diſlike the 
Sin of Sacnledge, and the Alienation 


of 
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of the Revenue of the Church ; And if 
upon theſe excellent Foundations,in ſub- 
miſsion to which there 1s ſuch a harmony 
of Aﬀections,any Superſtructures ſhould 
beraiſed, to the ſhaking thoſe Foundati- 
ons, and to the contracting and leflening 
the bleſſed gift of Charity, which 1s a v1- 
tal part of Chriſtian Religion, We thall 
think Our Self very untortunate, and 
even ſuſpect that We are defective 1n 
that adminiſtration of Government with 
which God hathentruſted Us. 

We need not profeſs the high Aﬀecti- 
on and eſteem We have for the Church 
of England as 1t 1s eſtabliſhed by Law ; 
the Reverence towhich hath ſupported 
us, with Gods bleſsing, againit many 
temptations; nor do We think that Re- 
verence in the leaſt degree diminiſh- 
ed by Our Condeſcentions, not pe- 
remptorily to infift on ſome particulars 
of Ceremony, which, however intro- 
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duce d by the Piety and Devotion, and 
Order of former times, may not be ſo a- 
greeable to the preſent, but may evenle[- 
len that Piety and Devotion, tor the um- 
provement whereof they might happily 
be firſt introduced,and conſequently may 
well be diſpenſed with; and We hope 
this charitable compliance of Ours wall 
diſpoſe the minds of all men to a cheerful 
{ubmiſson to that Authority, the preſer. 
vation whereof is fo neceſlary for the 
Unity and Peaceof the Church, and that 
they will acknowledge the ſupport of the 
Epiſcopal Authority, to be the beſt ſup. 
port of Religion, by being the beſt means 
to contein the minds of men within the 
Rules of Government : And they who 
would reſtrain the exerciſe of chat holy 
function within the Rules which were 
obſerved in the Primitive times, muſt re- 
member and conſider, that the Eccleſia- 


ſtical Power being in thoſe bleſſed times 
alwales 
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alwaies ſubordinate and ſubjea to the Ci- 
vil, it was likewlſc 9 pune to ſuch 
an extent of Juriſdi&tion as was moſt 
agreeable to that: And as the Sanity 
and Simplicity, and Reſignation of that 
Age, did then refer many things to the 
Bithops, which the policy of ſucceeding 
Ages would not admit, at leaſt did 
otherwiſe provide for; ſo it can be no 
reproach to primitive Epiſcopacy, if 
where there have been great alterations 
in the Civil Government, from what 
was then, there have been likewiſe 
ſome difterence and alteration 1n the 
Eccleſiaſtical, the Eflence and Foun- 
dation being ſtill preſerved. And up- 
on this ground, without taking upon 
Us to cenſure the Government of 
the Church in other Countreys , 
where the Government of the State 
13 different from what it is here, or 
enlarging Our Self upon the Reaſons 

2 why, 
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why, whileft there was an Imagination 
of erecting a Democratical Government 
here in the State, they ſhould be willing 
to continue an Ariſtocratical Govern- 
ment in the Church ; Ir ſhall ſuttice to 
{ay, that ſince by the wonderful bleſsing 
of God, the hearts of this whole Nation 
are returned to an obedience to Monar- 
chique Government 1n the State, 1t mult * 
be very reaſonable to ſupport that Go- 
vernment in the Church which 1s elta- 
bliſhed by Law, and with which the 
Monarchy hath flourithed through fo 
many Ages, and which 1s in truth as an- 
cient in this [{land as the Chriſtian Mo- 
narchy thereof : and which hath alwates 
yg reſpects or degrees been enlar- 
ged or reſtrained, as hath been thought 
moſt conducing tothe Peace and Happt- 
nels of the Kingdome; and therefore 


V Ve have not the leaſt doubt but that 
the preſent Biſhops will think the preſent 


Con- 
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Conceſsions now made by Us to allay 
the preſent diltempers, very jult and rea. 
ſonable, and will very cheerfully conform 
themſelves thereunto. 

t. VVe do in tte firſt place Declare, 
Our purpoſe and Reſolutions and ſhall 
be to promote the power of Godlinels, to 
encourage the exerciſes of Religion both 
publique and private, and to take care 
that the Lords day be applied to holy 
exerciſes, without unneceltary divertiſe- 
ments ; and that inſufficient, negligent, 
and icandalous Miniſters be not permit- 
ted 1n the Cl:urch : And that as the pre- 
ſent Bilthops are known to be men of 
great and exemplar Piety 1n their hves, 
which they have niantfeſted in their no- 
rorious and unexampled Sufterings du- 
ring theſe late diſtewpers ; and of great 
and known ſufficiency of learning; So 


VVe ſhall take ſpecial Care, by the al- 


ſiſtance of God, to prefer no men to that 
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Office and Charge, but men of Learn- 
ing, Virtue, and Piety, who may be 
themſelves the beſt examples to thoſe 
who are to be Governed by them. 
And VVe ſhall expect, and provide the 
beſt VVe can, that the Biſhops be fre- 
quent Preachers, and that they do ve- 
ry often Preach themſelves in ſome 
Church of their Diocels, except they - 
be hindred by ſickneſs, or cther bodily 
infirmittes, or ſome other juſtifiable oc- 
caſion, which {hall not be thought juſtt- 
flable it 1t be frequent. 

2. Becauſe the Dioceſles, cſpecially 
ſome of them, are thought to be of too 
large extent; V Ve will appoint ſuch a 
Number of Suftragan Biſhops in every 
Dioceſs as ſhall be ſufficient for the due 
performance of their work, 

3- No Biſhop ſhall Ordain, or exer- 
ciſe any part of Juriſdiction which ap- 
pertains to the Cenſures of the Church, 

without 
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without the advice and aſsiſtance of the 
Presbyters ; And no Chancellors, Com- 
millaries, or Officials, as ſuch, ſhall exer- 
ciſe any Ac of Spiritual Juriſdiction in 
theſe caſes ( viz. ) Excommunication, 
Abſolution, or wherein any of the Mi- 
niſtry are concerned, with reference to 
the:r Paſtoral Charge. However our 
intent and meaning 1s to uphold and 
maintain the Profeſston of the Civil 
Law, ſo far and in ſuch matters as 1t hath 
been of uſe and practiſe within Our 
Kingdoms and Domintons; Albeit as 
to Excommunication, Our V Vill and 
Pleaſure 1s, that no Chancellor, Com- 
miſlary, or Official ſhall Decree any Sen- 
tence of Excommunication or Abſolutt- 
on, or be Judges in thole things wherein 
any of the Miniſtry are concerned, as 1s 
aforeſaid. Nor ſhall the Arch-Deacon 
exerciſe any Juriſdiction without the ad- 
vice and aſsiſtance of ſix Miniſters of his 


Arch- 
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Arch-Deaconry, whereot three to be no- 
minated by the Biſhop, and three by the 
election of the major part of the Presby- 
ters within the Arch-Deaconry. 

. To the end that the Deans and 
Chapters may be the better fitted to at- 
ford Councel and Aliſtance to the By. 
ſhops, both in Ordination and the other 
Offices mentioned betore ; VV e will take - 
care that thoſe Preterments be given to 
the molt learned and Pious Presbyters 
of the Dioceſs; And moreover, that an 
equal number (to thole of the Chapter) 
of the molt learned, pious, and- diſcreet 
Presbyters of the ſame Dioceſs, annually 
choſen by the major vote of all the Preſ- 
byters of that Diocels preſent at ſuch 
Ele&tions, ſhall be alwaies adviting and 
aſsiſting, together with thoſe of the 
Chapter, in all Ordinations, and in 
every part of Juriſdiction which apper- 
tains to the Cenſures of the is 

an 
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and at all other ſolemn and unportant actt- 
on; in the exerciſe of the J-ccictiaſtical 
jw isdiction wheremany of the Mumilicry 
are concerned : Provided, tl:at ar ail luch 
meetings, the number of the Mniltersſo 
elected, and thoſe preſent ot the Chapter 
ſhall be equal, and not exceed one the 
other,and that to make the numbers equal, 
the Juniors of the exceeding number be 
withdrawn, that the molt ancient may 
take place : Nor ſhall any Suftragan 
Biſhop Ordain or exerciſe the fore-men- 
tioned Offices and Acts of Spiritual Juriſ- 
diction, but with the advice and aſsiſt- 
ance of a {ufficient number of the moſt 
judiciousand pious Presbyters, annually 
choſen, as aforeſaid, within his Pre- 
cincts: And Our Willis, that the great 
Work of Ordination be conſtanily and 
ſolemnly performed by the Biſhn> and 
his aforeſaid Presbytery, at the tour ſet 
tmes and ſeaſons appointed by 

the 
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the Church for that purpole. 

5. We will take care that Confirma.. 
tion be rightly and ſolemnly performed, 
by the Intormation, and with the Con- 
ſent of the Miniſter of the place ; who 
{hall adout none to the Lord's Supper, 
till they have made a credible Protelsion 
of their Faith, and pronuſed Obedience 
tothe Will of God, according as 1s 2x- 
preſſed in the Conſiderations ot the Ru- 
brick before the Catechiſm ; And that 
all polsible diligence be uſed for the \n- 
ftruction and Reformation of {candaious 
Offenders, whom the Minitter {hall not 
lufter to partake of the Lords Table, un- 
ul they have openly declared themlelves 
to have truly repented, and amended 
their former naughty lives, as, is partly 
expreſſed in the Rubrick, and more ful. 
ly in the Canons; Provided there b« 
place for due Appealsto Superior Powers. 
But beſides the Suffragans and their Preſ- 
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bytery, every Rural Dean (Choſe 
Deans, as herctotore, to be nominated 
by the Bithop of the Dioceſs) together 
with three or four Minilters of. that Dea- 
nery, cholen by the major part of all the 
Miniſters within the fame, thall meet 
once 1n every moneth, to receive ſuch 
complaints as thall be preſented to them 
by the Mimlters or Church-Wardens 
of the reſpective Parithes; and allo to 
compole all ſuch ditterences betwixt par- 
ty and party, as ſhall be referred unto 
themby way of Arbitration, and to con- 
vince Offenders, and reform all ſuch 
things asthey finde amuls, by their Paſto- 
ral Reproots and Admonitions, if they 
may be ſoreformed : And ſuch matters 
as they cannot by this Paltoral and Per- 
[waſive way compole and retorm, are 
by themto be prepared for, and preſent- 
edto the Biſhop ; at which meeting any 
other Miniſters of that Deanery, may, 
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if they pleaſe, be preſent and aſsilt. 
Moreover, the Rural Dean and Jus AL. 
ſiſtants are 1n their reſpective Divilions, 
to ſeethatthe children and yonger ſort be 
carefully in{tructed by the relpective Mr 
niſters of every Pariſh, in the Grounds 
of Chriſtian Religion, and be able to give 
a cood acount of their Faith and KRnow- 
ledg2, and allo of their Chriſtian Con- - 
verlation conformable thereunto, betore 
they be confirmed by the Bithop, orad- 
mitted to the Sacrament of the Lord 
Supper. 
6.No Bithop ſhall exerciſe any Arbitra- 
ry Power,or i or umpole any thing upon 
the Clergy or the People, but what 1s ac- 
cordingto the known Law of the Land, 

7. We are very glad to fiade, that 
all with whom We have conterred, do 
mn their Judgements approve a; Liturgy, 
or ſet Form of Publick Worſhip, to be 


lawtul; which in Our judgement, for 
the 
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the preſervation of Unity, and Unifor- 
mity, We conceive to be very neceſlary : 
And though We do eſteem the Liturgy 
of the Church of England, contained in 
the Book of Common Prayer, and by 
Law eſtablithed, to be the belt We have 
ſeen; and We believe that We have 
ſeen all chat are extant and uled in. this 
part of the World, and well know what 
Reverence molt of the Reformed 
Churches, or atleaſt the moſt Learned 
men1in thoſe Churches have for un; Yet 
ſince We finde ſome exceptions made 
againſt ſeveral things therein, We will 
appoint an equal number of Learned D1- 
vines of both Perlwaſions , to re-view 
the ſame, and to make ſuch alterations 
as (hall be thought molt neceſſary ; and 
ſome additional Forms (in the Scripture 
phrale, as near as may be) iuited unto

tion, lnthe mean time, and il! this be 
done, although We do hearuly with 
and delire, that the Mimiiters 1n their 
ſeveral Churches, becauſe they diſlike 
ſome Clauſes and Exprelsions, would 
not totally lay aſide the 5 of the Book of 
Common Prayer, but read thoſe parts 
againtt which there can be no eXCeption;

8. Laſtly, Concerning Ceremonies, 
which have adminiſtred ſo much matter 
of difterence and contention, and which

cation, and the improvement of Piety : 
We ſhall ſay no more, but that We have 
themore eſteem of all, and Reverence 
for many ot them, by having been Pre- 
ſent in many of thoſe Churches where 
they are molt abolithed, or diſcountenan- 
ced; Andlit cannot be doubted, but that, 
as the Univerſal Church cannot 1ntro- 
duce one Ceremony m the Worthip of 
God, that 1s contrary to Gods Word cx - 
preſled in the Scripture ; ſo every Na- 
zonal Church, with the Approbation and 
Conſent of the Soveraign Power, may, 
and hath always introduced luch particu- 
lar Ceremonies, as in that conjuncture of 
me are thought molt proper for edifica- 
ton, and the neceflary improvement of 
Piety and Devotion in the People, 
though the neceflary practice thereof 
cannot be deduced from Scripture ; And

Blefled Sacrament upon Our Knees, 
which in Our Conſcience 1s the moſt 
humble, moſt devout, and moſt agree- 
able poſture for that holy Duty, . becauſe 
ſome 
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ſome other men, upon reaſons beſt, if not 
only known to themſelves, chooſe rather 
to do it litting or ſtanding : We {hall 
leave all deciftions and determinations of 
that kinde, if they ſhall be thought ne- 
ceſlary for a perfect and entire Unity 
and Uniformity throughout the Nation, 
tothe advice of a National Synod, which 
ſhall be duly called, after a little time, and 
amutual Converſation between perſons 
of different perſwaſions, hath mollified 
thoſe diſtempers, abated thoſe ſharpnel- 
ſes, and extinguiſhed thole jealouſics 
which make men unfit fer thole Conſul- 
tations; And upon ſuch Advice, We 
ſhall uſe Our beſt endeavour that ſuch 
Laws may be eſtabliſhed, as may beſt 
provide for the Peace of the Church and 
State.

the Caitle of Windſor, but that they 
found, or at leaſt apprehended, that their 
deſign was di{[coyered ; which ſo broke 
their ſpirits, that they concluded they 
mult acquieſce tor the preſent, and ſtay 
till the Army ſhould be disbanded, 
whuch they ſaid was generally debauch- 
ed, that 1s, Returned to an honeſt and 
faſt obedience to the King ; and that 
it was evident they were betrayed by 
thole who were moſt intirely ruſted

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by them ; and they were in the right: 
The King had notice of all their deſign, 
what progreſs it made, and the night 
they intended to ſurprize the Tower 
and Windſor , and gave notice to the ſe- 
veral Governours; and ſo without any 
noiſe, that mſcliet was by God's good- 
nels prevented : They acknowledge 
thatthey have ſince recovered their Cou- 
rage and Relolution, and were about 
tius time to make their full attempt ; they 
have been promiſed ſome conliderable 
Riſing in the Weſt under Ludlow, and 
inthe North under others, but this place 
was the Scene of greateſt hope ; they

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inevitable neceſsity of their ſubmitting to 
them; You will make them ſee that you 
have proceeded very far towards the ſe- 
paration, and even divorce of that Ne-

hath enabled us to invert one Argument, | 
which , I hope, may to a good degree 
repaire the much miſchief it hath hereto. 
fore done: It hath been urged very un- 
reaſonably, yet ſucceſsfully urged 1n the 
worlt times, That it was not Faith but 
Preſumption, to expect that God would | 
reſtore a Family , with which he ſeemed | 
to have a controverfie, and had humb-. 
led ſo far ; That he would ever counte- 
nance a Party, that he had ſo much di[- 
countenanced, and almoſt deſtroyed, 
We may now much more reaſonably, 


and therefore i hope as eftectually, preſs 


the Miracles that God Almizhty hath

lately wrought for King and People, as 
an evidence that he will not again eaſily 
forſake them. We may tell thoſe , who 
are uſing all their endeavours to imbroil | 
the Nation in new troubles, That it is 
not probable, that a Naton, againſt

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which God ſcemed theſe late years to 
have pronounced his Judgement, in the 
very language of the Prophet, 

(Goye ſwift meſſengers to a N ation ſcat- 
tered and peeled, to a people terrible 
from the beginning hitherto, a Nation 
rooted out and troden down, whoſe 
Land the Rivers have ſpoiled : ---- T he 
Lord hath mingled a perverſe ſpirit in 
the midſt thereof. 

That he ſhould reduce that perverinels 
to the greateſt meeknels and reſignation; 
That he ſhould withdraw his Judgement 
from this Nation, and in a moment re- 
ſtore 1t to all the happineſs it can with,and 
to no other end, but to expoſe 1t to the 
mercy and tury of a few diſcontented 
perſons, the worlt of the Nation, 1s not 
ealie to be believed. 

We may tell thoſe who ſtill contrive 
the ruine of the Church, the beſt, and 
the beſt Reformed Church in the Chri- 
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ſtian World ; Reformed by that Ay. 
thority, and with thoſe Circumſtances 
as a Reformation ought to be made, 
that God would not ſo Miraculouſly 
have ſnatched this Church as a brand 
out of the fire ; would not have raiſed it 
from the grave, after he had ſuttered it 
to be buried ſo many years, by the boy. | 
ſterous hands of Prophane and Sacrilegi- | 
ous perſons, under 1ts own rubbith, to 
expole 1tagainto the ſame Rapine, Re- 
proach and lmpiety: That Church 
which delights it ſelf in being called Ca- 
tholick, was never ſo near expiration, 
never had ſuch a Reſurreion, that (o 
{mala pittance of Meal & Q yl,ſhould be 
ſuffictent to preſerveand nouriſh the poor 
Widow & her Famuly ſo long,is very lit- 
tle more miraculous, then that ſuch a 
number of pious learned &very * ged Bi 
{hops ſhould ſo many years be preſerved, 
inſuch wondertul Rtreights &oppreſsions, 


until 
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until they ſhould plentifully provide for 


their own Succeſs1on : I hat after ſuch a 


Deluge of Sacriledge, Profanenels & Im- 
piety had covered,and tocommon ugder- 
Randing ſwalloweditup;that thatChurch 
ſhould again appear above the waters, 
God be again ſerved in that Churc', and 
ſerved as he ought to be, and that there 
ſhould be (till tome Revenue lett to ſup- 
port and encourage thoſe who ſerve ium; 
nay, that many of thoſe who {cemed to 
thi-{t alter tliat Revenue til! they had 
polic; Jd it, thould conſcienttoully re- 
liore W121. they lad taken away, and 
become gond fons, and will1n9g, } enants 
to char Church they had fo lately Ipoy - 
led, may make us all pioully beheve, 
that God Almighty would not have 


been ar the expence and charge of ſuch 
a miracle, ſo manifeſted himſelt tous in 
Such a deliverance, but in the behalf of a 


Church very acceptable to him, and 
X which 
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which ſhall continue to the end of the 
World, and againſt which the Gates of 
Hell (hall not beableto prevail. 

We may tell thoſe deſperate wretches, | 
who yet harbour in their thoughts wick. | 
ed defignes againſt the Sacred Perſon of 
the King, in order to the compalsing 
their own imaginations ; that God Al- 
mighty would not have led Him through 
ſo many Wilderneſſes of Afflictions 
of all kinds, conducted Him through 
ſo many perils by Sea, and perils by 
Land ; ſnatch'd Elim out of the midſt of 
this Kingdom, when it was not wortliy 
of Him; and when the hands of His E- 
nemies were even upon Him, when chey 
thought themſelves ſo ſure of him, that 
they would bid ſo cheap, and fo vile a 
price for Him, He would not ia that Ar- 
ticle have ſo.covered him with a Cloud: 
that he travailed even. with ſome plea- 
lure, and great obſeryation through. the 
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midſt of His Enemies; He would not 
ſo wonderfully have new modelled that 
Army, lo inſpired their hearts, and the 
hearts of the whole Nation, with an 
honeſt and impatient longing for the re- 
turn of their dear Soveratgn, and in the 
mean time have ſo exerciſed Him (which 
had little letle of Providence 1n it then 
the other) with thoſe unnatural, or at 
leaſt unuſual diſreſpects and repro- 
ches abroad, that He might have an 
harmleſs and an innocent appetite to His 
Own C ountry, andreturn to His Own 
People, with a full value, and the whole 
unwaſted Bulk of his A/te&tions, with- 
out being currupted, or byaſled by Ex- 
traordinary Forraign Obligations : God 
Almighty would not have done all this, 
but for a Servantwhom he will alwayes 
preſerve as the apple of His own Eye, 
and alwayes defend from the moſt ſecret 
machinations of His Enemies. 
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If theſe Argumentations, Gentlemen, 
urged with that vivacity as 18 molt natu. 
ral to your own gratitude and /\ﬀ4ecti. 
ons, recover as many (and it would be | 
ſtrange itic nould not) as have been cor- | 
rupted by the other Logick, the hearts 
of the whole Nation, even to a man, will 
inſentibly be ſo devoted to the King, as 
the only <orlervator and Protector of all 
that 1s dear ana precious to them, & will 
be ſo Zealous to pleaſe him whoſe great- 
elt pleal:ire 15to lee them pleaſed, that 
when they make choice of Perſons a- 
gain to jcive in Parhament, they will not 
choole ſuch, who they with ſhould op- 
pole the King, but therefore choole thzem, 
becauſe t:ey have, and becauſe they 
are like to ſerve tne King with their 
whole hearts; and ſince he deſires what 
15 beſt for his People, to gratifie him in 
all He defires. This blefled harmony 
would raile us to the higheſt Pinacle of 
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honour and happineſle 1n this world, a 
inacle withoui a point, upon which 
King and People may ſecurely reſt and 
repole themſelves againſt all the guits and 
ſtormes an.| tempetts which all the ma- 
lice of this wor:d can raiſe againſt us, 
and I am ſure you willall contend to be 
atthe top of this Pinacle. 
| have no moreto add, but the words 
of cultome, That the King declares this 
preſent T'arkament to be dyſelved; and this 
preſent Parhament 15 diſſolved. 
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
